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DETAILED ACTION 
Rejections Maintained 

1 . Claims 1-2 and 4-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Boyd for reasons of record in paper no. 4, paragraph-5, mailed on June 4, 2003. 

2. Claims 1-10 and 16-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Boyd in view of hill for reasons of record in paper no. 4, paragraph-6. 

3. Claims 11-15 and 26-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Boyd in view of Hill for reasons of record in paper no. 4, paragraph-7. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed November 4, 2003 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that it cannot be said that since Boyd and the instant application 
teach an acrylic-based adhesive, therefore they exhibit the same properties. This is not 
convincing because, as pointed out in the last Office Action, the adhesive of Boyd is a 
removable adhesive and it would exhibit said removable property for at least thirty days 
because both the adhesives are acrylic adhesive and removable. Applicant should note 
that the time claimed of "at least 30 days" would include infinity and that the adhesive of 
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Boyd would exhibit the removable property for longer than said claimed time. Further, 
applicant has failed to show that Boyd would not exhibit the claimed properties. 

Responding to the syllogism, applicant should note that comparing apples to 
oranges are not the same as comparing acrylic adhesive to acrylic adhesive. 

Additionally, it is unclear as to what the applicant is arguing about with reference 
to U.S. Patent 5,806,181 because the cited references are both directed to wrapping 
sheets as claimed. Applicant should note that the Hill (U.S. Patent 5,866,181) reference 
also teaches a wrapping assembly. 

Thus in the absence of any evidence to the contrary, it remains the examiner's 
position that the claimed invention is anticipated or rendered obvious over the prior art 
of record discussed above.
